LOCAL MEN ID HELP 


Communication Suggests That Re­ 


ceipt be Retained by Supervisor 


and Filed With Treasurer. 


The township trustees of Jackson 
county have received a copy o f a c ir­ 
cular letter which is being sent out by 
the state examiner, W . A. Dehority. 
The communication advises a change 
in the manner o f receipting work fo r 
road tax and will be of interest to 
every man in the county who pays 
road tax. 
The communication reads: 
The Township Trustee— 
plaints are tiled in this department in 
regard to the w ay road receipts are 
handled. 
The law requires that when 
a taxpayer works his road tax the 
supervisor shall give a receipt for the 
same, which shall he presented to the 
county treasurer for credit. 
Several 
months elapses from the time the re­ 
ceipt is issued until it can be presen­ 
ted to the treasurer. 
The .taxpayer 
may lose <>r destroy it, or when he 
makes payment of taxes he may fo r­ 
get 
to 
present 
the 
receipt. 
This 
causes annoyance to the taxpayer. 
I f a receipt is lost or destroyed, the 
supervisor is asked to make a dupli­ 
cate, which is an annoyance to him. 
I f the taxpayer fails to present his 
receipt 
to the county treasurer in 
time for redemption, he will ask the 
trustee to redeem it which the trus­ 
tee has no authority to do— and this 
will be an annoyance to him. 
In order to avoid all of this trouble, 
we would suggest that you instruct 
each supervisor that when a person 
works out his road tax, he write a re­ 
ceipt but do not detach it from his 
receipt book, but keep it until he is 
through with his work, and that when 
he makes report to you. In* file said 
receipts with the report. 
This gives 
you an opportunity to check receipts 
with report. 
When you make your 
report to the county 
auditor 
you 
should file all receipts with him and 
he will turn them over to the county 
treasurer. 
In this manner the re­ 
ceipts are not lost, the taxpayer is 
not bothered with preserving same j 
Vital stati 
until lie can get credit, the supervisor j state Board 
is not annoyed with writing dupli­ 
cate receipts, you are not annoyed 
with being asked to redeem receipts 
and the county treasurer has the re­ 
ceipts a f the time he writes tax re­ 
ceipts, can give credit at that time 
and thus avoid handling the same 
during the rush of taxpaying time. 
If a person insists upon having his 
receipt, the supervisor will have to 
give it to him; but if the m atter is ex­ 
plained to him, we think, he would 
much orefcr having the receipt given 
to the treasurer before he pays his 
taxes-, thus avoiding the inconven­ 
ience of taking care of said receipt 
fo r many months before netting cred­ 
it for same. 
This is merely a suggestion and if 
you deem it better plan than the old 
way, this board has no objection to 
your adopting it.

there were 66 deaths from measles, 
this disease causing more deaths than 
scarlet fever and diphtheria 
com­ 
bined.

In ex ceptional seasons, with a fav ora­ 
ble 
m oistu re 
su pply , 
fall 
planting 
may be done with su ccess, prov ided 
the work is done early , so th at the 
trees may become re-established before 
w inter sets in. 
Often, howev er, the 
m oistu re su pply in the fall is an u n­ 
certain qu antity , and if tlie grou nd is 
a t all dry th e tree which has been re­ 
cently distu rbed is likely to su ffer se­ 
v erely du ring the winter. 
The distance apart to plau t depends 
som ew hat on the v ariety and also on 
the ty pe of soil.

MILLET AS A CATCH CROP. 


Useful to Fo llo w Ano ther o r Replace 
One That Has Been Destro y ed. 
When a catch crop becomes neces­ 
sary one of (he first th at is thou ght of 
Is millet. 
This crop does not hav e a 
high feeding v alu e, as it is apparently 
too rich in oil. 
At the sam e time it is 
v ery u sefu l to follow another crop or 
as a catch crop to replace one th a t has 
been destroy ed. 
It m atu res qu ickly 
and, in combination with other feeds, 
has an u ndou bted v alu e. 
There are m any v arieties, and in gen­ 
eral these v arieties constitu te one of 
the most im portant grou ps of food 
plants, as they are the staple diet of 
abou t one-third of th e world’s hu m an 
popu lation. 
In the old world they are 
grown ;is cereals, bu t in America al­ 
most entirely as forage. 
The tru e mil­ 
let is sometimes called the broom corn 
millet. 
A nother v ariety is the fox tail 
millet, and still others are the barn­ 
y ard or Japanese, the African, the Chi­ 
nese, the Indian and pearl or cat tail 
millet. 
The fox tail v ariety inclu des 
the G erm an and H u ngarian millets, 
which are most commonly grown in 
this state. 
F or sev eral y ears past there seems to 
hav e been a considerable increase in 
Interest in millet as a pastu re crop in 
western K ansas. W hen sown for su ch 
a 
pu rpose 
abou t 
twice 
the 
u su al 
am ou nt of seed shou ld be u sed. 
As it 
is a heav y feeder and draw s u pon the 
nitrogen element of the soil it is said 
to be hard on land. 
Those soils wThich 
are best adapted for its growth are 
rich in hu mu s. Sw am p lands or slou gh 
lands and mu ck soils which can be 
drained so as not to be too wTet a re best 
for this crop, thou gh It may be su c­ 
cessfu lly grown on clay soils which do 
not get too dry . 
Clay soils are not good for millet be­ 
cau se they lack in hu mu s. 
T he seed 
m u st not be sown before the grou nd 
has become warm , as they will either 
fail to germ inate or will remain in 
the grou nd so long th at the weeds get 
too great a start. 
If the land Is rather 
thin more seed shou ld be sown. 
It 
can be either broadcasted or drilled, 
bu t in rich land a sm aller qu antity of 
seed may bo u sed, as the plants will till 
better.—K ansas Farm er.

fru it this y ear, thu s breaking its rec­ 
ord of 126 ^2 box es in 19 07 , the highest 
produ ction from a single tree known 
any w here in tlie world. 
The tree bore 
sev enty box es in 19 06 , forty -tw o box es 
hi 19 08 and forty -fiv e box es in 19 09 . 
More than 500 barrels of fru it hav e 
been picked from its limbs since it 
cam e into bearing in the spring of 
18 7 1. 
T he tree w as grow n w ithou t irriga­ 
tion from a seedling planted by Can- 
trel It. F razer in 18 6 6 , tw o y ears afte r 
he settled in the v alley . 
It is forty - 
tw o feet in height, and its branches 
spread fifty -sev en feet from tip to tip. 
T he tru nk is sev en feet in circu m fer­ 
ence a t the base and m easu res six feet 
six inches ju st below the first limb, 
which is fou r feet from the grou nd 
and measu res fou r feet sev en inches. 
The tree is sou nd and healthy despite 
the fact that it has produ ced fru it 
ev ery season for nearly forty y ears. 
Professor W. S. Thoru ber, horticu l­ 
tu rist of tlie W ashington State college; 
J. A. Baliner, form er state horticu l­ 
tu ral 
commissioner 
of 
W ashington, 
and U. A. Jones, a practical orchardist 
of Spokane cou nty , described the tree 
as follows:

Cologne. July 14.— While the dirigi- 
; ble ball»K)n fZrbsloeh was flying high 
near Pattcheed, it collapsed and fell to 
the ground. Five of the occupants 
i were killed. 
The accident has been 
attributed by some to a motor defect 
whfch was tollowed by an explosion 
of the benzine reservoir. 
The dead are: 
Oscar Erbsloeh, the 
inventor: H err Toclle. a balloon maker, 
and the three men of the crew of the 
airship, Kranz, Hoepjie and Spicke. 
Most f>f the observers agree that the 
airship was all of 2,.=500 feet in the air 
when it blew up.

swung along before the breeze f o r , 
forty-five minutes.

Captain Oscar Erbsloeh w*as very 
well known to American aeronauts. 
He won 
the international race for 
spherical balloons from St. Louis to 
Asbury Park in Octol>er. 1907, a dis­ 
tance of about 890 miles. 
A fter Count 
Zeppelin, Captain Erbsloeh was recog- 
nized as G erm any’s most noted aero­ 
naut,
